A Buffalo hunter by the name of 
Molan, sat down in the door of the 
kitchen and opened fire on the Indians 
as they advanced, The Indians re- | 
turned the fire and he was killed. | 
We pulled him inside and closed the | 
door, piled bags of corn against it. 
This was scarcely done when they 
were at the door beating on it with 
their tomahawks fand making my 
blood curdle with their yelis, anyone 
who has not heard the Indians war 
whoop, has only a faint idea of that 
awful feeling that first comes over 
one when he hears it for the first time. 
I felt as if I would like to be able to 
prove an alibi, When they found 
thé door securely fastened they en- 
tered the store and saloon which join 
ed the kitchen ontheeast, They were 
crowded in the store like Sardines. 
MeCamie ordered a hole cut through 
the partition, when this was done, the 
muzzle of a Sharps’ rifle was thrust 
through the hole and fired, this kept 
up in rapid succession. While this 
was going on wecut a holein the 
north side near the partition. Before 
many shots were fired into the crowd- 
ed room, the temperature rose to 129 
in the shade and they made a rush for 
the door, As they came out of the 
store we gave them a very warm re- 
ception. A big negro about 6 [t 8in}

One bitter day in winter the health 
officer, called on his rounds at the 
Smallpox Hospital. There had been a 
particularly virulent case of the, dis- 
ease, and the victim had died. The 
hospital staff at the time was short- 
handed, and there was nobody to lay 
the victim out—she was a woman—ex- 
cept & nurse and the ambulance driv- 
er. The body was in such a repul- 
sive condition that these two had been 
driven from the room after raising the 
window in the vain hope of sterilizing 
the atmosphere by frigidity. 

The two explained the situation to 
Dr. Sheard. 

‘All right,” said he. “It’s a horrible 
job and you only get $15 a week. 

ave it to me.” 

And he entered the death-chamber, 
removed the frozen bedclothes from 
the body, closed the eyes of the corpse, 
straightened out her limbs and _ ar- 
rayed the body decently for burial. 

“It was part of the day’s work,” 
he said afterwards, quietly. 

Smallpox has no personal terrors for 
Charles Sheard, M.D., but as a phy- 
sician he dreads it above all other 
plagues. He has put up the most 
strenuous fight against it ever waged 
by any health officer, and Toronto's 
Pee u ay, low smallpox record is a 
asting monument to his painstaking 
ability. Personally he is as indifferent 
to it as though a proven “immune’’— 
but his reliance is based solely upon 
precautions. Charles Sheard's left arm 
from wrist to shoulder is a mass of 
tiny cicatrices—the marks of repeated 
self-vaccinations, for he practices what 
he preaches. At one time he counted 
vernon of these little scars, and 
while he must undoubtedly have be- 
come thoroughly inoculated against 
smallpox it is quite probable that hav- 
ing acquired the habit he will con- 
tinue to vaccinate himself yearly, at 
least till the end of his days.

Ottawa.—Sir ‘Richard Cartwright, 
minister of trade and commerce, and 
government leader in the senate, was 
the guest of honor at a banquet in 
the parliamentary restaurant attend- 
ed by both Liberal and Conservative 
members of the upper house. The 
function was arranged as a testi- 
monial to Sir Richard for his long 
years of public service and also to 
mark his assumption of duties of lead- 
er of the senate in succession to Sir 
Richard Scott. 

In the course of a short speech Sir 
Richard, in his usual vigorous style, 
ran over political and social events 
which he has witnessed since he first 
became a member of parliament in 
the early sixties. 

He said he saw in the ap pied and 
development ef the English speaking 
race on this continent, in Great Brit- 
ain and elsewhere, an apportunity for 
the creation of an alliance of Anglo- 
Saxons which would dominate the 
world and ys an assurance of peace 
which would result in the disarma- 
ment of great powers which at the 
present time spend two-thirds of their 
revenue in preparing to cut each 
other’s throats. 

Sir Richard expressed the belief that 
Canada, owing to acquaintance of its 
people. both with Great Britain and 
the United States and with its fresh 
life and vigor, might be the proper 
medium to bring about such an alli- 
ance of English speaking nations. If 
such an alliance were to be effected 
he seriously proposed the disarma- 
ment of other nations who would dare 
treat the proposal lightly. Touching 
on changes which have ocourred in 
Canada since before confederation 
days, Sir Richard said: 

“Looking back over that long vista 
of seven and forty years, I cannot fail 
to be struck with the enormous 
changes which have talren place When 
I entered public life the political 
caldron was boiling over both in Can- 
ada a elsewhere. At that moment 
the U.B. was engaged in the most elab- 
orate and awful war of the century, 
at that moment_relations now so hap- 
pily subsisting between ourselves and 
our sister provinces had been strained 
to the very point of disruntion, and, 
speaking from my _ recollections I 
have very little doubt but that the 
desperate strife which was being car- 
ried on along our border prevented 
the utter disruption of union between 
two Canadas.”
